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FOR A DUSTLESS INDIANA. 
J,raiana motorists will, welcome the an­ 
nouncement made today that the Indiana High­ 
way Commission has launched a plan this sum­ 
mer to make this state "dustless. 
Bids on 1,192,000 
gallons of road 
oil and 
2 665 tons of calcium chloride will be received by 
the department April 18. 
The material will be 
sufficient to keep the dust down on 600 miles of 
the unpaved highways in Indiana. 
Many states have adopted plans of this kind 
and motorists from here are always glad in the 
summer time to enter a state, where there is no 
dust. 
It is impossible to pave all highways with­ 
in a short period of time, and until the paving 
program can be worked out in detail, the road 
oil and calcium treatm ent will be of great ben­ 
efit. 
The calcium is probably the best method, 
and is used extensively in Michigan. This treat­ 
ment was tried on some streets in Rushville and 
found satisfactory to a certain extent, but as the 
streets had been previously oiled, the material 
would not respond as well as it will on a coun­ 
try road that has been free from previous treat­ 
ments. 
Whatever is used on the rural highways, it 
will be much better than the thick cloud of dust 
that usually prevails. 


BETTER MEANS ARE NEEDED. 
While we take great 
pride in the 
public 
school system of this country, too much credit 
cannot be given the teachers who are working 
in many localities with inadequate tools for the 
bodily welfare, as well as mental growth of the 
children. 
Conditions in 
Rush county are 
above the 
average in all departments, but surveys made 
show that the country as a whole places a big 
responsibility upon the teachers. 
Healthful liv­ 
ing is taught class after class by the teachers, 
often in school buildings that lack the simplest 
provision for. helping the children to practice 
what they learn in the class room. 
Even in so primary a m atter as supplying 
handwashing facilities, many of the schools are 
below the standards of the ordinary home. 
A recent survey, conducted for a life insur­ 
ance company, shows that only 32 per cent 
of 
the 404 schools under study supplied hot water, 
soap and towels, and had enough lavatories to 
accommodate the pupils. 
As practically all of 
these 404 schools were 
located in 
progressive 
communities it is only too probable th at the gen­ 
eral average 
throughout the 
country is even 
lower. 
In other words, not even one child in 
three has a real chance to wash his hands at 
school.

Healthful liv- 
ing is taught class after class by the teachers, 
often in school buildings that lack the simplest 
provision for, helping the children to practice 
what they learn in the class room. 


Even in so primary .a matter as supplying 


handwashing facilities, many of the schools are 
below the standards of the ordinary home. 


A recent survey, conducted for a life insur- 


ance company, shows that only 32 per cent of 
the 404 schools under study supplied hot water, 
soap and towels, and had enough lavatories to 
accommodate the pupils. As practically all of 
these 404 schools were located in progressive 
communities it is only too probable that the .gen- 
eral average throughout the 
country is even 


lower. 
In other words, not even one child in 


three has a real chance to wash his hands at 
school. 


This condition should be a matter of con- 


cern to communities and parents, as it is to edu- 
cators and public health groups. Medical auth- 
orities tell us that nearly all the communicable 
disease organisms enter the body through the 
mouth, and many of them enter by the hand-to- 
mouth route. Unless children are supplied with 
the facilities that make handwashing easy and 
agreeable, they arc being needlessly exposed to 
the possibilities of colds, influenza, pneumonia, 
and many other diseases.
